This movement has for its pur- 
pose the maintaining of prices: the 
control of , distribution of products 
and the saving of large 'sums of 
money paid in commissions. The plan 
under consideration contemplates the 
erection, of grain'elevators and cold 
storage warehouses in all parts of the 
country where products may be held, 
if necessary, until 'such times as they 
can be marketed at a firm price. As 
a result of the conference It was de* 
elded to hold a farmers' convention in 
Chicago on Sept. 8 to consider de- 
tailed plans of organization.

Romance of 
Early Ohio 


LA 8AXLE'8 LOST COLONY. 


What Fate Befell Party Left to Guard 


Port Remains Mystery. 


[Copyright 1903 by American Prew AesocUtlon.) 


A sad interest always attaches to 


the story of men,'ship or expedition 
which has gone out on some journey 
and has never again been heard from. 
The thick pall of mystery ever hangs 
about their memory like the cloud cap 
about the peak of a mountain, hiding 
what the world would most wish to 
see. One of the chapters in the fas- 
cinating story of the adventures of 
the explorer La Salle deals with this 
kind of unknown fate. 


After some unsuccessful attempts 


at profitable exploration La Salle final- 
ly got into favor with the French court 
and was given charge of a colonizing 
expedition which was to plant colonies 
In the recently discovered and newly 
named province of Louisiana. 
The 


party, escorted by a French wajship, 
sailed by way of San Domingo and en- 
tered the gulf of Mexico. Here a vain 
effort was made to find the mouth of 
the Mississippi. On his former jour- 
neys into the west by way of the Ohio 
country and the Great Lakes La Salle 
dad had better fortune than now fell 
:o his lot. In making this search the 
party located in or near Galveston bay. 


Here they were deserted by the war- 


ship and left to their fate. La Sails 
constructed a palisaded fort, which he 
called Fort St Louis. For a year and 
a half the intrepid adventurers re- 
mained in this structure. Finally La 
Salle took part of the company and 
set out overland in an effort to make 
his way to Canada. To hold the place 
till rescue could be effected he left 20 
persons. The parting is said to havo 
>een very affecting 
Indeed, under 


he circumstances it could not have 
been anything else than pathetic. The 
adventures of those who departed are 
well known, and the sad fate of the 
great leader best of all, but obliviou 
came in and cast a mantle of mystery 
over the last days of the devoted score 
who were left behind. None of them 
were ever again seen. 
There is no 


ery acceptable testimony that even 
heir bones were ever found. It was 
ong before even the demolished re- 
mains of the little fort were ever seen. 


The scene of this tragedy, whatever 


may have been its nature, was after- 
wards visited by hostile Spaniards. 
As they passed through the weed- 
grown gate of Fort St. Louis their 
yes gazed on perfect desolation. The 
)lace was partially dismantled, while 
tores and arms were thrown about in 
great confusion. 
Boxes and barrels, 


Broken and looted, lay everywhere. 
They found over 200 printed volumes 
rampled in the dirt 
Lying in the vi- 


:inity of the fort were three corpses, 
howing the signs of long decay and 
waste. 
Those mute lips could not 


answer the many questions which 
eaped unbidden to the lips of the Cas- 
ilian foe. ¥ hey could not tell of their 
own fate, neither could they uncover 
he fate of their 17 companions 


There were rumors and traditions 


whiqb. afterwards came slowly creep- 
ng in, but there is none which ever 
was able to win full acceptance. Thus 
miserably and mysteriously faded out 
of sight these 20 companions of the 
great leader whose name is so p/omi- 
nently connected with the story of 
early exploration of the Great Lakes 
and the Ohio valley.
